to aid poor students in the Scottish universities in obtaining an educa- 
tion are probably much exaggerated. It is said that the gift is 
I undermining Scottish character and encouraging a spirit of 
ex- 


Itravagance and dependence. The statements remain to be verified, 


and it is too early to rightly estimate the permanent effect of ren- 
dering financial assistance to needy students. 
Every innovation 


• ....provckcs antagonism, and perhaps the rooted conservatism of the 


Scottish character is .responsible for the pessimistic reports cabled 
from Glasgow, Edinburgh and Aberdeen to the United States. 


The custom of extending financial aid to needy students has 


I long obtained in this country, and no evil effects have resulted so 
" far as is discernible. American character has not been undermined 


thereby. Why should a system that has worked well in America 
be so injurious in Scotland? No one has attempted to explain why 
'the same system should operate so 
paradoxically 
in 
different 


countries. 


In. this country we have the advantage of being able to esti- 


.- mate the wisdom of the aid system in the light of many years 


experience, while Scottish experience is limited to some half 
dozen years. So far from experience on this side the water dis- 


- couraging the practice it has confirmed the \\isdom of those who 


instituted it. Nearly every large university in the country has a 
fund specially to provide aid for needy students, and Mr. Carnegie 
was led to make his munificent gift to the 
Caledonian seats of 


learning by his observation of American university life. 
He tried 


to benefit the poor and aspiring young men of his native land in 


' the same way that American young men are benefited. 
He may 


have mistaken the effect on Scottish character, but his intention was 


• certainly a worthy one. 
• 


However, it has jet to be proved that the great iron rnastei 


', has made a mistake. It will take many years to really decide the 
, question, and it mu^t be borne in mind that Andrew Carnegie is an 


intensely practical man, possessing an intimate and sympathetic 
acquaintance with Scottish character.

WHERE KISSING IS COMPULSORY. 


The charming country town of Hun-| 


gerford, in Kerkshire, has an annual 
kissing day each April, when it cele- 
brates Its Hocktide festival. Then cer- 
tain duly appointed officials hold a 
court, to collect the tithes and claim a 
kiss from the woman of each house 
they have to visit during the ceremony.

Dr. Segers of Buenos Ayres In 1895 
called attention to the fact that dis- 
eases resutling from the use of the 
oyster are so prevalent among the 
natives of Terra del Fuego that the 
extinction of the race is tareaten&a 
thereby. Outbreaks of typhoid fever 
contracted by the eating of oysters 
have been reported from Naples and 
Berlin.

who know that too many safeguards 
cannot be established for the preserva- 
tion of the health of the people of Cali- 
fornia.. The laws in question are too 
voluminous to be printed in these col- 
Limns, but a general idea of the sub- 
jects covered by them will be found In 
:he following brief synopsis: 


Assembly 
Bill, No. 
118—Amends 


county and-township government act, 
so as to make It harmonize with the 
vital statistics registration act of 1905. 
It defines the powers and duties of the 
county recorder, but adds no new duty. 


Assembly 
Bill, 
No. 119—Requires 


health officers to enforce the registra- 
tion of births and deaths, and corrects 
some verbal errors. 
Assembly 
Bill, No. 
120-—Requires 


physicians, nurses and attendants .to 
report all cases of contagious diseases 
to the local health authorities. 


At present there is no law requiring 


the reporting of communicable dis- 
eases, and, as a consequence, often 
times severe epidemics result. 
Many 


lives might be saved yearly, and also 
large expense be saved if the local 
health authorities could catch the first 
case. 


Assembly Bill, No. 121—Amends sub- 


section 20. of section 25, county govern- 
ment act. It requires the appointment 
of county health officers and leaves 
the 
compensation to be decided by 


contract between supervisors and the 
health officer. 
It also defines the du- 


ties of health officers. 
A.t present tho 


law allows only $50 per month to any 
county health officer, which is consld- 
red a ridiculously low amount 
for 


arge duties.

122—Requires 


uniform ^blanks throughout the State 
i the registration of vital statistics, 
nd obliges the State printer to fur- 
ilsh all blanks to the State board of 
leaith for distribution.

PROHIBITING 
EXPECTORATION. 


Assembly BUI, No. 120—Provides 
a 


new section to the penal code, making 
it a misdemeanor to spit or discharge 
mucous from the mouth or nose on 
sidewalks, in public buildings, trams, 
cars, stages, ferryboats, steamers, etc. 
It is proven that the discharges from 
mo.uth or nose carry untold millions of 
disease germs; that the mucous dries 
and leaves a dust which is laden with 
these germs, and that disease Is spread 
In this way. 


KEEPING WATER PURE. 


Assembly BUI, No. 128—Section 374 


of the penal code makes it a misde- 
meanor to pollute any stream, lake 
pond, the water of which is used for 
domestic purposes, of any 
city or 


town. To tlie people in the mountains, 
where typhoid fever Is most prevalent, 
there is no such protection. A.ny one 
can pollute the stfcam no matter if 
other families are using 
the water. 


This act gives them, the same protec- 
tion as the cities and towns have, and 
makes it a misdemeanor to pollute 
streams used for domestic water sup- 
ply. 


Assembly Bill, No. 127—Amends laws 


for registration of vital statistics so as 
to make them more harmonius, and re- 
quires Identical forms. 


HELP AND FINANCES. 


Assembly Bill, No. 128—Gives help to 


the State board of health. Large du- 
ties were put upon that organization 
by the last legislature, taut no provi- 
sion was made for help. 
The work 


has been faithfully done as far as pos- 
sible, but It is not possible to do It all 
with the present help. Two clerks are 
absolutely 
necessary 
if the State 


wishes the work to go on. The State 
board o£ health has but $2600 a year 
to do all Its work, paying traveling ex- 
penses of the board and providing sup- 
plies for the registration department, 
postage, telephone, etc. 


The State is large and every part 


makes its demand on the board and 
must be attended to. When it is un- 
derstood that Pennsylvania 
has for 


this work $150,000, Florida $60.000, New, 
Jersey $30,000, Minnesota $30,000, and 
others with equal amounts, and it can 
be seen with what disadvantage the 
State board of health of California 
labors under. 


RULES BECOME LAWS. 


Assembly Bill, No. 129—Enacts Into 


laws the rules and regulations issued 
by the State board of health In rela- 
tion to quarantine, transportation of 
the dead, disinfection, purity of Ice 
and water, reporting of contagious dis- 
eases and guarding milk supplies from 
becoming infected with contagious Sis-* 
eases. These are similar to laws In 
force all over the United States -and 
Europe.

Federal Suit Against Schools of 


San Francisco Will Be 


Considered. 


Special to THE TRIBUNE. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 19.—The first 


fight of the session was that In the As- 
sembly over the question of employing 
expert operators to attend' -to- the tele- 
phones In the building in which the 
Legislature Is meeting. It was pro- 
posed to pay these operators four dol- 
lars a day, when It was claimed that 
experts In the employ of the telephone 
company could be secured at the rate 
of. one dollar a day. When the.question 
was put to a vote, it was declared lost. 
Speaker Beardslee voted in the nega- 
tive, the vote being 33 in the affirma- 
tive to 33 in the negative. Speaking 
on the subject, Strobridge of Hayward 
said: 
"This resolution 'is-only an opening 
wedge to more attaches a:id a bigger 
patronage. 
Aside from this, every 
member knows that when we held pur 
caucus we pledged ourselves not to ex- 
ceed $13 a day for patronage, and I 
believe we should respect those pledges 
and our own word of honor." 
Assemblyman Walsh said: 
"I was In favor of patronage of $13 
a flay, but when we agreed ?to a thing 
once, we should stand by it and not 
work in these resolutions day by day. 
Not as a reformer, but as one who Is 
willing to stand by that resolution, I 
shall vote against the increase." 


All the members of the Alameda del- 
egation voted against the proposition. 


JAPANESE SCHOOLS. 


There was a heated discussion in the 
Senate over a resolution introduced by 
Senator Caminetti instructing the At- 
torney-General to Intervene in the suit 
brought against the school department 
of San Francisco to determine whether 
or not Japanese have a right to attend 
the public schools of San Francisco arid 
the State. 
President Porter referred the resolu- 


tion to the Committee on Judiciary. 
Senator Curtain said he did not want 
to have the resolution delayed. He 
wanted to have it considered as soon 
as possible. He wanted to amend the 
reference. 
Senator Leavltt of Oakland said the 


reference could not be amended and the 
resolution should go to the committee 
to which it had been referred. 
Senator Caminetti said that suit had 
been brought against the public schools 
of San Francisco by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and that the sovereign rights 
of the people of California were endan- 
gered. 
Senator Curtain made an impas- 


sioned appeal to have the chair with- 
draw his reference to the resolution. 


Senator Wolfe said the rights of the 


people would not be endangered by al- 
lowing the resolution to go to the Ju- 
diciary Committee with the certainty 
that it would be reported on Tuesday. 
Senator Caminetti said It was the 
right of the Senate to ask the Attorney- 
Gsneral to appear in a matter of such 
Importance. 
Senator Belshaw said he was satis- 


fied that the Attorney-General and the 
Governor would do their duty In the 
premises. 
Senator Curt;n moved the reference 
to the Judiciary Committee be with- 
drawn 
anfl 
that the resolution be 
brought before the Senate' for Immedi- 
ate consideration. 
A vote was taken and the resolution 


was lost, the Democrats alone voting 
In the affirmative.

In the clutches of the Storm King for 
nearly two weeks, reports are coming 
in regarding the damage and havoc 
caused by the heavy rain throughout 
the various sections of the country. 
The northern part of the county, In 
the Boulder Creek^section, is usually 
the storm center, but, contrary to ex- 
pectations, Watsonvllle and the Pajaro 
Valley suffered the brunt of the storm. I 
The Pajaro river, which in. summer' 
Is only a small 
stream, 
became 
a 


raging torrent, and old settlers claim 
It rose to ;a greater height than ever 
before. 
For several days the river 


overflowed its banks, and found Its 
way up the main business street of 


I WatsonviUe for a considerable 
dis- 


tance, compelling 
residents 
of 
the 


lower part ot the city to go in other 
directions in order to do their shop- 
ping. 
The high, water was expelled, 


however, and as a consequence there 
was no great damage to speak of. 
The rilver which drains the fertile Pa- 
jaro valley overflowed the 
berry and' 


fruit lands, but as yet it is impossible 
to estimate the damage, but it will be' 
considerable. 
Traffic on all the rail- 
roads was almost -at a standstill owing: 
to numerous washouts arid slides. 
The 
Pajaro Valley Consolidated Railroad and 
the Pacific Railroad 
Steamship 
Com-' 
panv's eiectric Hlne remain 
open 
for 


. traffic, but the traffic is light. The lat-

ter road has managed thus far to main- 
tain a daily service with a few excep- 


i tions, and the former operates

It requires an average of five hun- 


dred cords of wood and a few carloads 
of coal a month to ' meet the demand 
for fuel during the winter in Watson- 
ville. There are1 some weeks of winter 
belonging to. the months, used in getting 
that average, or in other words sev- 
nn hundred and 
fifty cords of wood 


and some tons of! coal will be required 
to carry the" city'through to the first 
of March and there^ are only seventy- 
five unsold cords of wood in the wood 
yards of Watsonville. But there Is no 
occasion for panic 'because the wood 
dealers will not soil the little wood 
on hand until necessity requires and 
then only in small quantities unltl the 


I roads are so that wood can bo hauled 


from the hills where there Is still some 
wood left. At present the weather is 
clear in WatsonviUe, but the Pajaro 
river which drains a large area of ter- 
ritory In seceral counties is still run- 
ning- toank full.

Chinatown, it being thought by the 
"c-rmer that he could apprehend his al- 
leged assailant. 


While the t\so men were standing in 


(he police ott'ice, Ah Sing Tuck and 
Lee Moy passed. Ching Wing told Po-? 
liceman 
Wilt'ied Hoclgkins that the 


man he had suspected of shooting at 
ham on the night of the outbreak, was 
walking past the police office at the 
time. 


Hodgkins ran out and placed the 


ttto Chinamen under arrest. A search 
of Ah Sing Tuck's clothes revealed his 
possession of the large pistol, heavily 
loaded. 


Ah Sing Tuok is. a member of the 


Hop Sin™ tong, as is Lee Moy. Chin 
Wing is a member o£ the Bing Gong 
tong. 
On the nig-ht of the outbreak, 


Chin Win™ stepped out of his dwelling 
to learn the reason of the fusilade of 
bullets. He alkgcs that Ah Sing Turk 
approached him and fi.-ed seven shots 
at him, none of \ \ h i < H took effect. 


The members of the Hop Sing tong 


are still remaining under co\er, their 
leader 'brooding o\er the murder of 
one of his men He has advised his 
men to lay do\vn their arms and fur- 
thei tiouble is anticipated by the po- 
lice.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—I see that my old friend, 


David Starr Jordan, has made another fluke of the land that 
the proguathous aristocracy which used in the old days to rush 
the growler on Minna street and show up in bell-mouthed pants 
and fire-alarm ties at the Sunday night dances in Ixora Hall, 
were wont to call a "fox pass." The president of Stanford 
University has a facility of speech that jibes ill with his in- 
felicity of expression. For a man who wears a number eleven 
boot with thin socks, he can get his foot into his mouth oftener 
and with greater ease than any person of my acquaintance. He 
has reduced the accomplishment of talking through his hat to 
a science. 


Dr. Jordan has created an original line of division on the 


Japanese question-the side of the convict and the side 
of the gentleman. 
Paradoxically he has placed himself 


and his Jap friends on the side he has marked for 
gentlemen. 
The classification has aroused a storm of hoarse 


verbiage. What Ambrose Bierre terms "language" is flying 
thick and fast, and San Quentin appears to be getting decidedly 
the better of Palo Alto in the debate. How Rev. C. R. Brown 
of your city and Rev. William Racier, ^ho has fitted his cas- 
sock to the pursuit of yellow journalism, like being classed with 
convicts ha^ not jet developed. Both have taken the side of 
the controversy that Dr. Jordan courteously says is directed 
from the shadow of San Quentin, and both are expert in using 
the King's (not the President's) English. If they should rise 
in their wrath there would be more damage done than when 
Martin Luther threw his inkstand at the de\ il. 


Apparently Dr. Jordan will ha\e to toe the scratch this 


time. His old trick of saying the reporter lied v> ill hardly avail 
him. for he discharged himself half-cocked in the presence of 
too many to deny his words.. Heretofore he has managed to 
cra^l out of a number of narrow holes by denying the allega- 
tion and defying the allegator. 


Every newspaper man in San Francisco is well aware of 


Dr. Jordan's habit of repudiating foolish and*unpopular utter- 
ances, and there is not an editor in the city who will not take 
a reporter's word in preference to that of the president of Stan- 
ford University, experience having taught them that he never 
hesitates to raise a question of personal veracity when it suits 
his purpose to evade the consequences of what he has had to say. 


In all his controversies Dr. Jordan has finally retreated be- 


hind the assumption tbat his word is better than that of any 
other man. He has even denied what he wrote over his own 
signature. That is what he did in the Ross matter. In a num- 
ber of other instances he has sought to evade responsibility by 
charging imeracity upon others. This tune he will have to 
«tand up for what'he has said. Something has been gained at 
least when the voluble head of Stanford can be pinned down 
to a definite statement. 
I suggest, however, that the memorial arch at Palo Alto 


be sin-mounted \\ith a bust of the Mikado in deference to Dr. 
Jordan's fondness for Japanese and Japanese standards of 
truth.

A Chicago woman, moving, so the papers say, in refined 


church circles, v ith a wealthy husband and a handsome income 
in her ov,n right, has been exposed as for years keeping an 
eleo-aut suite in an apartment house, under an assumed name, 
to gratify her vagrant amours. Even Chicago society is shocked. 
In a way the ie^ elation is rather more distressing than the ex- 
posures'made in "The Jungle." 


Hitherto the keeping of private apartments for amatory 


assignation has been deemed the exclusive prerogative of men, 
but'this Chicago ne\\ uornan appears to ha%e poached on the 
dearest prescn c of the lords of creation. It is the first instance 
coming under my observation where a woman has gone in for 
that sort of thing for other than financial reasons. 


Before the fire, dozens of rich men in San Francisco, mar- 


ried and single, regularly maintained suites of rooms on the 
borders of the tendeilom, sometimes in their own names, but 
ofteiier under aliases. One -\\ ell-known millionaire kept for 
years a luxurious suite across the street from the Pacific Union 
Club, although he has a family and a swell residence. Physical 
infirmities induced him to give up the retreat a good while ago. 
There were others who followed in his footsteps, however, and 
manv were the juicy stones floating around the tenderloin of 
the high old times in these chapels consecrated to the rites of 
the f \prian Venus. 


As a rule men had regular birdies for their gilded cages, 


chautrintr as fancy or convenience dictated, but this Chicago 
woman appears to have allowed herself full latitude and to 
have indulged her caprices without forming e\en temporary 
attachments. Apparently she played the part of Messalina un- 
der the rose while posing as a model of Christian and wifely 
virtue in the circle in which she moved. It would be terrible 
if many women should follow the example set by men and imitat- 
ed so perfectly by this lady of fashion. 


In this connection it will be recalled by many San Fran- 


ciscans that some ten or a dozen years ago the son of one of the 
city's millionaire merchants chose to commit suicide in the pri- 
vate apartments of a friend, who also enjoyed the company 
of a lady of the "Sapho" type. The scandal was more or less 
hushed up, but the incident created a breach between the lessee 
of the apartments and his fair one. lie was one of thousands 


who imagine that constancy can be expected from frailty, and 
he was wounded to find that neither his friend nor his wanton 
was true to him. 


One of the meanest tricks I have heard of recently was 


played the week before last on my old friend, Gene Weiner, the 
lyric tenor of the Idora Park opera company. 


1 While on the stage no one can gainsay the fact that Gene 


is a hero of the most approved type. If the part calls for it, 
he can kill a man with one thrust of the rapier. Should the 
stage directions so order, he can climb up the grape vine cling- 
ing to the haunted castie, get into the brigand's cell and make 
him give up the peasant girl or king's daughter, who has been 
stolen for love or ransom, in a jiffy. But off the stage where 
there is nothing to write his part save the cold hand of fate, I 
grieve to say that my friend Gene is apt to be a bit timid. 


Now all the world knows that all the world loves a tenor. 


Especially do the women love tenors, as has been evinced in 
the case of Caruso and the incident of the monkey house. So 
all the women of Oakland, I should not say all, but nearly all, 
or, rather, to be more correct, nearly nearly all, have come under 
the spell of the almost fine voice of Gene. 


In the "Chimes of Normandy," in "The Mikado," and 


in the other light operas in which he appears, he has compelled 
attention. He has been the recipient of enough mash notes to 
drive a man wearing a larger hat and a smaller waistcoat, be- 
side himself. 


So think of the calamity when he took seriously a telephone 


message from a gentleman friend, uttered in the voice of a wo- 
man, asking permission to call at his apartment, which was 
formerly occupied by the world-renowned novelist, Jack Lon- 
don.

woman's voice, "that I cannot come to see you tonight. But 
will you come out to my home in the 5700 block on Telegraph 
avenue ? I would send the automobile for you, but the chauf- 
feur has gone away.

\\ho is not the worst. 


Some men are fortunate in dying at the right time. Others 


live too long and go to jail. The tragic death of a member of 
the administration some months ago prevented the public from 
learning the true story of his life, which branded him as a big- 
amist and a thief. 


The story had been carefully guarded for years. But as an 


incident of the Von Sehroeder trial, became public property. 
However, it was never printed in the newspapers, because there 
was no definite excuse for unmasking the man in type. 


It was while discussing this incident the other day that 


one of the old guard recalled the sudden and fortunate death of 
Dave Regensberger, who was a deputy district attorney .when 
he was killed by falling down an elevator shaft. Begensberger 
was one of Chris Buckley's pets, and never overlooked a chance 


to get all the money in sight So raw was his work his friends 
declare that had he not died when he did, it would have been 
^impossible to keep old Judge Toohey and himself out of the 
penitentiary. 


Regensberger was one of the most remarkable characters 


that San Francisco has known. He had a glass eye and a wood- 
en leg, and every time he was in need of ready money or a drink 
he would go down to Ernest Hacquett's saloon, known as the 
Crystal Palace, on Kearny street near Geary, take out his glass 
eye, place it on the bar, and leave it as. security for the booze or 
coin he secured. 


One time when he was on a terrific debauch, his friends 


nailed his trousers to his wooden leg. In consequence, when , 
he attempted to retire it was almost impossible for him to get , 
himself apart. 


Buckley grew very nervous over the manner in which Re- 


gensberger went about holding people up. So he decided that 
the best thing to do was to either get him out of town or place 
him in a light that would make it impossible for him to continue 
his highwayman tactics. 


Dave knew all about Buckley's plan, but paid no attention 


to the threats and suggestions of his friends. He had a little 
room on Stockton street, near O'Farrell. One night after one 
hundred highballs and minus his crockery eye, be wandered 
home. The door of the elevator shaft on the first floor was ppen. 
Regensberger took one step too many. He was found dead at 
the bottom of the pit. 


So Judge Toohey didn't go to jail. 


The most overworked, underpaid and least happy of men

very small and the rack and ruin to the health is such that no

the activities of the Legislature.

his first term he was chairman of the 
committee on county and town govern- 
ment and at the present session was 
chairman of the committee on consti- 
tutional amendments. The strenuous 
duties devolving upon him. at 
the 


present session of the Legislature made 
inroads on his -constitution and as a 
result he was completely 
exhausted 


when he came home for a few days' 
rest, Mr. Burke was a warm supporter 
of former Governor George C. Pardee, 
with whom he was very intimate.
